The first unveiling took place at the Osier 
cairn on Line 7, just over the border in 
New Tecumseth. The Cairn was erected by

Child 

abandoned 
at Innisfil 
Beach Park 

Innisfil Beach Park, on 
Lake Simcoe, is a popular 
and busy place, especially 
on weekends, when families 
come to enjoy a day of sun 
and water. 

But at about 8 p.m. on July 
13, South Simcoe Police were 
called to the Park, after a staff 
member located a small child 
wandering by the lake. The 
4 year old boy was unable to 
communicate with officers, 
who began an exhaustive 
search of the park to try to 
locate the child's family, then 
brought the boy to the North 
Division station, and turned 
to Social Media in an effort to 
find the parents. 

South Simcoe Police 
reported 5,900 “hits” within 
minutes, and over 10,000 
tweets and re-tweets. Thanks 
to the Public assistance, 
Police were able to identify 
the child’s family. 

The mother was contacted 
and investigated by the 
Criminal Investigations 
Bureau and Children’s Aid 
Society. A charge of Child 
Abandonment has been laid 
against a 37 year old Toronto 
woman. 

The woman was released 
with an August court 
date; the child remains in 
protective custody pending 
further review.

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Pay hike proposed 

A new report on remuneration for non-unionized BWG 
Town employees proposes a hefty hike in salaries, for 
senior staff - translating into increases of up to 6.4%. 

The proposal was accepted by Council - but approval was 
not unanimous. 

"I’m disturbed we’re implementing a program that wasn’t 
in the budget, in the middle of the year," said Councillor 
Gary Lamb, noting that the comparators for salary ranges 
listed in the report are all in the GTA. 

“We’re in Simcoe County, but our nearest competitor is 
York Region,” responded Councillor James Leduc, who was 
a member of the Ad Hoc Compensation Committee that 
produced the report. “It’s just one of those tough things, but 
in order to attract staff... to bring some great talent up into 
our community,” the higher salaries are justified, he said. 

“I'm a litde disappointed in this report,” said Deputy 
Mayor Rob Keffer, adding that he had hoped for a greater 
range for the posted jobs, with a lower starting salary in 
addition to higher overall pay. "Instead, what we’re doing 
is raising the minimum in all but one of the categories, and 
certainly raising the maximum.” 

The Deputy Mayor pointed out, "We’re still in Simcoe 
County. It still boggles my mind that we’re still looking 
at large centres” like Richmond Hill and Markham as 
comparators. “I will not be supporting this.” 

"Level 10” starting salaries will jump from $75,125 per 
annum to $79,315. The top salary band, level SM3, will have 
a range of $127,737 to $159,672. 

Currently, the top salary possible is $156,153. 

Councillor Gary Lamb and Deputy Mayor Keffer voted 
against accepting the recommendations. 

Dog kennel gets approval 

Bradford West Gwillimbury Council has approved the 
Zoning By-law Amendment for Skwarchuk’s Funeral Home, 
permitting an expansion of the facility at 3038 Simcoe Rd. 

Also approved: a Zoning By-law Amendment for a 6.3 acre 
property at 3930 Yonge St., that will allow owner Roman 
Saly, a college-trained veterinary technician, to open a 
kennel to board up to 40 dogs on a temporary basis, within 
earshot of Honorable Earl Rowe Public School. 

Staff noted that Animal Control will inspect the new 
facility, prior to issuing a Kennel Licence - and that the 
owner will be required to provide screening between 
his land and the school yard, to reduce the likelihood of 
recess activities triggering barking among his guests. The 
applicant must also comply with the Town’s noise by-law.

Impaired drivers nabbed 


South Simcoe Police conducted 
RIDE enforcement in the early 
morning hours of July 13, and nabbed 
a number of drinking drivers. 

At about 12:20 a.m., a 47 year old 
North York woman was given a 3 day 
suspension for registering a WARN on 
a roadside screening device. 

At 1:04 a.m., an officer detected 
the odor of alcohol on the breath of 
a 38 year old Bradford driver - who 
was issued a 7-day suspension for 
registering a WARN, since he had a 
previous 3-day suspension. 

At about the same time in Innisfil, a 
29 year old Innisfil man was stopped 
and investigated - and received a 3 day 
suspension after registering a WARN 
on a roadside screening device; 20 


minutes later, a 45 year old Innisfil 
man was also stopped and given a 3 
day suspension. 

And in Bradford, at about 1:10 a.m., 
officers signalled a vehicle to stop at 
the RIDE checkpoint, but it continued 
through, pulling over a short 
distance away. The driver showed 
signs of impairment and admitted to 
consuming alcohol. He was arrested 
and transported to South Division for 
breath tests, which resulted in charges 
of Impaired, Over .080, and the 
impounding of his vehicle for 7 days. 

Further RIDE checks July 13-14 led to 
additional suspensions and charges - 
including a "Designated Driver” who 
had been drinking. At about 3 a.m. on 
July 14, a vehicle being driven by a 25

year old Springwater man was stopped 
in Innisfil. When the officer detected 
an odor of alcohol on the breath of 
the “Designated Driver” a roadside 
breath test registered a WARN. The 
male was given a 7-day suspension, 
as he had previously received a 3-day 
suspension; his parents attended to 
retrieve the vehicle. 

And at 3:30 a.m. on July 14, a 20 year 
old female stopped in Innisfil claimed 
that she had not been drinking - but 
the officer detected an odor of alcohol, 
and demanded a roadside screening 
test. She was found to have an blood 
alcohol concentration of 20; by law, 
a driver under 21 must have a blood 
alcohol concentration of 0. She was 
given a 24 hour suspension, and a 
ticket for Young Driver - Blood Alcohol 
Level Above Zero, under the Highway 
Traffic Act. 

In addition to the RIDE program, 
South Simcoe Police made two 
additional arrests for Impaired. At 
about 7 p.m. on July 12, two males 
were seen drinking alcohol in a 
vehicle, in the parking lot of an Innisfil 
business. The driver got out of the 
vehicle, placed a botde under the 
wheels, and ran over it. An officer 
attended and arrested the male driver 
for Impaired, returning the 21 year 
old Orleans man to North Division for 
breath tests. The driver was charged 
with Impaired, Over .080 and his 
vehicle was impounded for 7 days. 

On July 13 at about 2:50 a.m., a store 
owner in the Town of Innisfil called 
police to report that a male driver 
had come into the store, exhibiting 
extreme signs of impairment. Police 
were able to locate the vehicle, and 
arrested the driver for Impaired. The 
29 year old Innisfil male was taken 
to North Division for breath tests, 
and charged with Impaired and Over 
.080, the vehicle (which belonged to a 
friend) was impounded for 7 days. He 
was released with a court date in July. 

Collision 

At about 3:35 p.m. on July 12, 

South Simcoe Police investigated a 2 
vehicle collision at the intersection 
of Mapleview Drive and 25 Sideroad, 
in Innisfil. A red Toyota Corolla was 
southbound on 25 Sideroad, driven by 
an 82 year old Innisfil woman, when a 
westbound black Honda Accord failed 
to stop for the stop sign and entered 
the intersection. The Honda struck 
the southbound Toyota, causing the 
vehicle to enter the southwest ditch 
and roll over, trapping the female 
driver. The Honda then entered a deep 
ditch on the south side of Mapleview, 
ejected the driver, a 29 year old 
Alliston man. Both vehicles sustained 
serious damage, and both drivers were 
transported to hospital with non-life- 
threatening injuries. The driver of the 
Honda was charged with Careless 
Driving. 
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Support for Operation Husky 


In July, Operation Husky 2013, a non¬ 
profit organization, is travelling with 
hundreds of Canadians to Sicily, in Italy, 
to commemorate the 70th anniversary 
of Canada’s contribution to the Sicilian 
campaign during World War II. 

Seventy years ago, 25,000 Canadians 
were part of the Allied invasion of Sicily, 
known as Operation Husky. More than 
2,000 Canadians were wounded, and 
more than 500 died during the four- 
week campaign - yet to this day, they 
have received little recognition, says 
Steve Gregory, founder of Operation 
Husky 2013. 

On July 10, Operation Husky 2013 
opened the first remembrance 
ceremony on the beaches of Pachino, 
Sicily, marking the start of a symbolic 
march from Pachino to Agira, where 
a new memorial monument to the 
Canadian forces will be unveiled. The 


march is expected to take 21 days, and 
participants will plant special markers 
along the way, one for each fallen 
Canadian - each with a maple leaf 
crafted by a Canadian or Italian student. 

A second ceremony will take place 
July 30 at the Canadian War Cemetery 
in Agira, where 484 Canadians are laid 
to rest. Operation Husky 2013 hopes to 
have 484 participants, each standing 
beside a grave and representing the 
fallen soldier when Roll is called. There 
will also be a concert by the Seaforth 
Highlanders in Agira’s main square. 

Finally, onJuly31, the first Canadian 
exhibit at the Museo dello Sbarco in 
Catania - a museum dedicated to the 
allied landing in Sicily - will open, 
attended by die Canadian Ambassador.

MP responds to flood complaint 

To the editor: I am writing to provide 
information to readers about recent Holland 
Marsh area flooding. 

Recent letters published, by Provincial 
Liberal candidate Gloria Reszler and a Green 
Party candidate, will have left readers ill- 
informed. 

This has been one of the wettest years 
on record to date. Rainfalls have resulted 
in flooding across Ontario. This has been 
significant in the Lake Simcoe watershed. 

Water levels and flows are managed by 
the expert engineers who manage the Trent 
-Severn Waterway. It is right that water levels 
be managed by such technical experts, not 
pokhcians. 

Lake Simcoe drains into Georgian Bay. 

The outflow has been set at its maximum 
by the Environment Canada experts since 
back in May - much earlier than usual, due 
to precipitation. This is good, as it helps 
replenish water levels in Georgian Bay where 
they have been low in recent years. However, 
Mother Nature has been so generous with 
precipitation that water levels were still high in 
Lake Simcoe. 

In the opinion of some of the experts, 
however, these high levels were not 
unprecedented. In their view, the breach of 
dykes flooding farmland were likely a product 
of weather conditions on the water, producing 
a kind of storm surge. 

I have been to see the flooded fields, and have 
talked with the affected farmers; my approach 
with problems constituents face personally is 
to work with them towards solutions. 

There are a number of programs which the 
federal government supports financially, but 
which are administered by the province. These 
aim to assist farmers with risk management. 


Examples include Agri-Stability, Agri- 
Insurance and Agri-Recovery. While the 
federal government pays the lion’s share of the 
cost of these programs, they are administered 
by provincial officials who actually deliver the 
programs. 

Unfortunately, this has been a year of 
unusual weather, with real impacts on the lives 
and livelihoods of local families - across the 
country. 

However, in the case of Lake Simcoe’s water 
levels, I believe that the Environment Canada 
experts have been applying their judgement 
and experience to manage Nature’s challenge 
as best they can. I am also hopeful, that the 
agriculture officials that manage the various 
supports to help our farmers will apply the 
appropriate judgement to the circumstances 
local farmers encounter. 

We are fortunate to be blessed with some 
of the richest soils in Canada, effectively 
reclaimed from Lake Simcoe by ambitious 
drainage projects and the ingenuity and effort 
of pioneering local farmers over generations. 
We all appreciate the bounty they put on our 
kitchen tables.

Facilitator and Anglican theologian, held a smudging 
ceremony at the Cairn. 

Gray described Sir William Osier as having "medicine, but 
a special medicine that was not found in a book... It was in 
his heart.” He spoke of honouring not only Osier, “but the 
ancestors... We are a people who stand united, we are a 
people who stand as one, in oneness of spirit." 

At Bud Brown Park, the Committee not only unveiled a 
park bench but dedicated a Ginkgo biloba tree - an ancient 
species, once thought to be extinct, that was rediscovered 
in China. Tough, resilient, the leaves can be used for 
medicinal purposes, Gray pointed out. 

In a second ceremony, he said, “Every tree is a great 
Ancestor. Without trees we would not have houses, we 
would not have homes. Without trees you would not be 
sitting in the cool shade this summer afternoon.” 

Calling all of those gathered "a bead in the necklace of 
history,” he invited a 94 year old visitor, attending the event, 


to sprinkle sacred tobacco at the roots of the tree as part of 
the ceremony. 

“May this tree continue to be shade for the weary, and 
when someone needs to think and ponder, may they rest 
for a while on this bench." 

The ceremony was followed by an old-fashioned outdoor 
luncheon, served up by the Bond Head United Church 
Women, music by Grassroots, and historical tours and 
wagon rides. 

Cerswell, who helped select the Ginkgo tree for the park, 
summed it up. “These kinds of projects are wonderful!”

Local food receiving more attention 
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Bradford West Gwillimbury’s 
Carrotfest received more recogn 
on July 13. The festival, with its 
mascot Gwiily the Carrot, received 
the first-ever Simcoe County Food & 
Agriculture Charter Champion Award 
for Best Event Celebrating Culture & 
Local Food. 

The Charter Champion Awards, 
presented at Barrie Hill Farms by the 
Simcoe County Food & Agriculture 
Charter Steering Committee and Food 
Partners Alliance were established this 
year to celebrate local food producers, 
advocates and programs. 

Contest organizers received 55 
nominations, in categories that 
included Buy Local Champion, Best 
Community Garden, Local Food 
Retailer, and Local Food Restaurateur/ 
Caterer. 

BWG Deputy Mayor Rob Keffer 
accepted the Charter Champion 
award for Carrotfest, from County 
Warden Cal Patterson. 

In other "Local Food” news, the 
feasibility study for a new regional 
food distribution hub in Simcoe

answered, before a proposal ca 
proceed. 

The goal of a Regional Food Hub 
would be to provide local producers 
with opportunities to showcase 
their products to local buyers, 
while still maintaining an alliance 
and ongoing relationship with the 
Ontario Food Terminal in Toronto. A 
local hub would improve marketing 
opportunities while reducing 
transportation costs, and potentially 
offer a growing range of pay-for- 
use services that could include 


Jamie Reaume, Director of the Ontario Food Terminal and 
a driving force behind the Food Hub. It’s all part of a long¬ 
term vision, looking “15,20 years down the road,” when 
local access to local food may not be a “nice to have,” but a 
“must have” because of climate change, he said.

The study recommended phasing 
in a Food Distribution Hub - starting 
with fruits and vegetables, then 
gradually adding other products, as 
demand and resources allow. 

For Consumers and buyers, the key 
issues seem to be Quality, Access to 
local produce - and Price. The report 
noted 78% of Buyers indicated they 
would be “highly likely" or "quite 
likely" to use the food hub to meet 
regional market supply needs “if the 
required standards of quality and 
delivery are met on a consistent basis.” 

The feasibility study began in 
October of 2012. A draft report is 
expected this month, with the final 
report released in September - a short 
time frame for a concept that has been 
described as "revolutionary.” 

"This is against the status quo,” said

7-Eleven Day in Bradford! 


7-Eleven celebrated its 44th Birthday 
on Thursday, July 11 - launching the 
Slurpee AWESUMMER Season by 
giving away nearly three-quarters of 
a million free 12 oz. Slurpees at its 
stores across the country. Each of 
the company’s 485 stores, from BC to 
Ontario, gave away 1,500 of the 12 oz. 
Slurpee drinks - including the new 
Bradford 7-Eleven on Holland St. East. 

A steady stream of kids and adults 
came through the doors, to get their 
free “Birthday cup” and choice of 
Slurpee flavours. There were also other 
deals, including a cup of fresh donuts 
for $1, and hot dogs for 99 cents - but 
the Slurpee was the big draw. 

The Slurpee was first created in 
1959 by a Kansas hamburger stand 


owner. Using a car air conditioner, 
he created a piece of equipment 
that would freeze a carbonated soft 
drink and serve it in a sherbet-like 
form. 7-Eleven began selling the 
drinks - then called the "Icee” - in 
its U.S. stores, in 1965. It became the 
“Slurpee” in 1967. 

The Slurpee arrived in Canada in 
1969, with the opening of the first 
7-Eleven store in Calgary. 

Since its introduction, more than 6 
billion Slurpee drinks have been sold. 
In fact, 7-Eleven sells enough Slurpee 
drinks every year to fill 12 Olympic¬ 
sized swimming pools. 

And yes - Slurpee has its own

The school Is located In the remote Lundazi 
area of Zambia - a full 13 hour drive from 
Victoria Falls.

On Friday, June 7, the 4th Bradford 
Invitational Charity Golf Tournament 
took place at Harbourview GC in Innisfil 

- a tournament that, this year, was 
dedicated to the memory of the late John 
Lynn, long-time participant. 

The event, organized by Realtor Robin 
Evans, Sutton Group Future Realty Inc., 
in partnership with Meridian Credit 
Union, is a grassroots fundraiser.

Originally “Imperial 
Order Daughters of the Empire,” and 
as exclusive as the Daughters of the 
American Revolution, IODE has evolved 
to a Women's Group, open to all, that 
cuses on issues of citizenship, literacy 
and education. 

$2,000 to the Danube Seniors Leisure 
Centre. 

$1,000 to the Helping Hand Food Bank. 
“It'll buy the milk and the meat for a 
month,” said Food Bank president Anne 
Silvey, as she accepted the cheque. 

$2,000 for DeafBlind Services Ontario, 
which provides group homes, including 
a home in Bradford, and trained 
intervenors for the DeafBlind. 

$3,000 for Madi Vanstone. Born with 
Cystic fibrosis, her condition is treatable 
with a newly-discovered drug, Kalydeco 

- a drug which was approved by Health 
Canada in 2012, but that the Ontario 
Government has yet to include on its 
schedule. The cost is currently $300,000 
per year - but both the family’s insurer 


and Vertex, manufacturer of the drug, 
have stepped in to cover 80% of the bill, 
leaving the family to raise $60,000 to start 
treatment. So far, Madi has raised $19,000 
- “enough for 4 months." 

$7,000 for the Simcoe County branch of 
The War Amps’ CHAMPS program, for 
child amputees. 

“This is fantastic,” said Tiffany 

with the War Amps, which is celebrating 
its 95th anniversary this year. “We are 
so grateful for the generosity. It helps 
CHAMPS, and that’s the main goal.” 

“This is Robin's idea of ‘It takes a village 
to raise a child; “ said Georgeina Blyth, 
Broker at Sutton Group Future Realty Inc., 
watching the cheque presentation. 

“I started this golf tournament in 1978," 
Evans explained, but after two years 
handed the event over to the local Rotary 
Club, as he went on to a career in real 
estate. Four years ago, he was approached 
by Meridian and Senior Mortgage 
Professional Richard Boileau, to revive 
the tournament - and he’s been delighted 
with the result. “I had so much fun doing 
this - you have no idea.” 

Evans thanks all of the sponsors, but 
especially lead sponsors Sutton Group 
Future Realty Inc., Meridian Credit 
Union, and Genworth Financial, for 
another year of success.
